‘‘While reading that sketch in the 
Gazetre about Jack Harris and the 
jampers in Pioche,”’ said Henry Mor- 
ris, ‘I recalled the facts as given, for 
I was there at the time, and it also re- 
minded me that Jack Harris was shot 
and killed while seated on the boot- 
vlack stand in front of my shop, just 
after I had shaved him.”

SUGAR BEET IN WISCONSIN. 
Rome Experiments Made in That 
State. 
Professor W. A. Henry of the State 
Agricultural Station of Wisconsin has 
been for some time experimenting 
with beet-sugar and has given the re- 
sults of his investigation in a bulletin 
just issued. The experiments were 
made under direction of Secretary 
Rusk. The summary of the bulletin 
is as follows: Six varieties of sugar- 
beets grown at this station contained 
14.81 to 26.76 per cent. of sugar in the 
juice ; the coefficient of purity ranged 
from 82.2 to 87.3 per cent. About half 
an acre of each variety was grown and 
the yield of washed beets varied with 
the different vatieties from sixteen to 
twenty-six tons per acre. The esti- 
mated yield of sugar varied from two 
to three and one-half tons per acre. 
In a well-managed factory about 80 
per cent. of this quantity wou!d be re- 
covered as pure granulated sugar. 
Careful account of work done in plant- 
ing and cultivating the beets showed 
that it cost from 84 cents to $1 38 to 
grow a ton of beets. This does not 
include the cost of harvesting and de- 
livery, which may be considered as 
about equal to that of growing the crop. 
Decidedly Unhealthy.

FROM “CATTLEMAN’S” STANDPOINT. 


Reduction of interest of State 
Lands Advocated by an Old Cat- 
tleman. 

Epiror Gazetre: It is now appar- 
ent that no relief will be granted to 
buyers of Nevada State lands and as a 
result, many thousand acres will re- 
vert to the State. p 

The school funds invested do not 
return more than 3 per cent, and why 
not give to our own people—unfortu- 
nate cattlemen and hard pushed set- 


tlers, the same rates. The State holds 
the lands for security andon one days 
delinqniancy of payment of interest, it 
reverts tothe State, carrying with it 
all that haa been paid. If we could 
pay for the lands now, the State would 
get but little, if any income from it 
and would only hoard it away in the 
State vaults. Twenty-five cents per 
acre has been paid on all these and 
the buyer has got the worst of it. The 
State calls for 6 per cent interest and 
the counties assess it for twice the 
amount of money paid on it, andl 
may also add that for years, stuck cat- 
tle have been assessed from two. to 
five dollars per head more than they 
were worth, while -the best property 
in the county is assessed at hardly 
one-half of its cash value. 

It would be a fine thing to have set- 
tlers on all these lands, but it cannot 
be. Men cannot live and make homes 
on those outside, faraway lands. It 
will not do to expect a reasonable man 
te settle where he never can have so- 
cial comforte. For twenty. years 
the whole country north of Reno for 
150 miles by 75 miles wide, has not 
furnished a new home for five fami- 
lies. Why? Because it is a grazing 
country and will not make homes. If 
aman lives near to market he can 
take his load of hay, his butter and 

there-and sell them and go home 
without much expense, but let a man 
start on a hundred mile journey with 
it, and he will eat his eggs and utter 
and his team will eat his hay ’ere he 
returns to anxious wife and home.
